During  the  past  4  years  we  have  conducted  an  extensive  analysis  of  resource  conditions,  uses  and  potentials  of  the  /  ?*' '' 

public  lands  in  the  Prairie  Potholes  area  in  northern  Montana.  This  process  included  resource  inventories,  develop-  Lof^ ' 
ment  of  objectives  and  management  alternatives  and  preparation  of  the  Prairie  Potholes  Environmental 
Impact  Statement  (EIS).  I  appreciate  your  interest  and  input  in  this  decision  making  process. 

As  a  result  of  this  analysis  process,  I  am  proposing  a  Rangeland  Management  Program  which  is  essentially  the  same 
as  our  Preferred  Alternative  (Alternative  B,  Continuation  of  Present  Management)  which  was  considered  in  the  EIS. 
This  alternative  is  designed  to  meet  objectives  to  improve  or  maintain  conditions  and  productivity  of  the  rangeland 
resource,  including  vegetation,  soils,  watershed,  wildlife  habitat  and  livestock  forage  production  on  selected  high 
priority  allotments. 

The  primary  emphasis  of  the  EIS  process  was  to  determine  a  proper  allocation  of  vegetation  for  livestock  forage, 
wildlife  forage  and  habitat  and  watershed  cover. 

The  following  information  was  considered  in  arriving  at  my  decision  concerning  allocation  of  vegetation: 

1 .  The  present  level  of  grazing  use  was  established  in  the  1 960s  based  on  range  surveys  which  included  data  on 
wildlife  needs  provided  by  the  Montana  Department  of  Fish,  Wildlife  and  Parks. 

2.  Eighty-five  allotment  management  plans  (AMPs),  which  address  management  of  93  allotments,  have  been 
developed  and  monitored  in  the  area.  These  AMps  include  32%  of  the  public  lands  in  the  EIS  area.  The  trend  in 
range  condition  is  static  or  upward  on  96%  of  this  AMP  acreage. 

3.  Sixty  percent  of  the  public  lands  in  the  EIS  area  are  in  good  or  excellent  condition.  The  range  condition  of  the  93 
existing  AMP  allotments  is  61%  good  and  excellent.  The  71  proposed  AMPS  are  in  generally  poorer  condition 
(42%  good  and  excellent)  while  the  allotments  not  proposed  for  AMPs  are  in  better  condition  (71%  good  and 
excellent). 

4.  Actual  livestock  use  on  the  existing  AMPs  is  within  3%  of  surveyed  grazing  capacity. 

5.  Current  stocking  rates  appear  to  be  in  line  with  or  more  conservative  than  SCS  recommended  rates  for  similar 
range  sites. 

6.  Public  comment  generally  supported  current  use  levels  and  management. 

7.  The  inventory  and  monitoring  data  we  have  available  supports  maintaining  current  allocations  of  vegetation. 
On  the  basis  of  the  above  information  I  have  reached  the  following  decision: 

1 .  The  current  total  authorized  active  grazing  use  of  31 9,065  livestock  AGMs  will  continue.  Mo  changes  in  the  level 
of  use  authorized  for  any  allotments,  as  shown  in  Table  5  of  this  Rangeland  Program  Summary  (RPS),  are 
proposed  at  this  time. 

2.  Allotment  management  plans  will  be  prepared  in  consultation  with  the  involved  grazing  permittees  on  71 
allotments.  Grazing  decisions  will  be  issued  to  those  operators  who  are  involved  with  proposed  allotment 
management  plans.  These  decisions  will  be  sent  only  to  directly  affected  parties  unless  other  interested  parties 
specifically  request  a  copy. 


3.  Our  Rangeland  Monitoring  Program  will  continue,  with  emphasis  on  allotments  which  are  in  unsatisfactory 
condition  with  good  potential  for  improvement.  If  this  monitoring  reveals  a  need  for  a  change  in  grazing  use,  the 
appropriate  Bureau  of  Land  Management  Area  Manager  will  issue  proposed  decisions  adjusting  grazing  use  for 
each  affected  allotment. 

Copies  of  any  grazing  decisions  will  be  sent  to  those  who  have  indicated  in  writing  that  their  interests  may  be  affected. 
Please  advise  me  as  to  any  grazing  decision  you  wish  to  have  a  copy  of  or  other  comments  concerning  actions 
summarized  in  this  Rangeland  Program  Summary  by  September  30,  1982. 

An  RPS  update  is  scheduled  in  1 983  for  both  the  Prairie  Potholes  and  Missouri  Breaks  (EIS  completed  August  1 979) 
areas.  At  that  time,  a  consolidated  RPS  will  be  developed  for  each  of  the  four  involved  resource  areas. 

Thank  you  for  your  involvement  in  the  Prairie  Potholes  EIS  process.  We  are  looking  forward  to  your  continued 
involvement  as  we  work  cooperatively  to  implement  our  proposed  Rangeland  Management  Program.

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INTRODUCTION 

Purpose 

This  Rangeland  Program  Summary  (RPS)  briefly 
describes  the  Bureau  of  Land  Management's  (BLM's) 
program  relating  to  vegetation  allocation  and  range 
management  in  the  Lewistown  District's  Prairie 
Potholes  Vegetation  Allocation  Environmental 
Impact  Statement  (EIS)  area  in  northern  Montana.  It 
also  constitutes  the  public  record  of  decision  on  graz- 
ing management  and  vegetation  allocation  in  the  EIS 
area.  This  program  consists  of  five  parts: 

1 )  the  allocation  of  vegetation  for  livestock,  wildlife 
and  nonconsumptive  uses, 

2)  allotments  for  which  allotment  management  plans 
(AMPs)  will  be  developed, 

3)  the  types  of  grazing  systems  to  be  considered  in 
development  of  AMPs, 

4)  the  types  of  range  improvements  to  be  constructed 
in  development  of  AMPs, 

5)  the  monitoring  and  evaluation  program  to  be 
conducted. 

The  Prairie  Potholes  EIS  area  includes  1 .75  mil- 
lion acres  of  public  land  managed  by  the  BLM  in  Valley, 
Phillips,  Blaine,  Chouteau,  Hill,  Liberty,  Toole,  Daniels, 
Sheridan  and  Roosevelt  Counties  in  north-central  and 
northeastern  Montana. 

The  Prairie  Potholes  EIS  was  written  in  com- 
pliance with  the  National  Environmental  Policy  Act  of 
1969,  Council  on  Environmental  Quality  regulations 
and  in  specific  response  to  litigation  in  the  Natural 
Resources  Defense  Council  et  al.  versus  Rogers  C.  B. 
Morton  et  al.  1 973  (G.S.  District  Court  for  the  District  of 
Columbia,  ref.  Case  No.  1 983-73).  The  EIS,  completed 
in  September  1981 ,  analyzed  the  Preferred  Alternative 
and  five  other  alternatives  based  on  resource  data 
gathered  during  and  prior  to  1980. 

Please  refer  to  the  previously  provided  Prairie 
Potholes  EIS  for  a  more  detailed  description  of  the 
Preferred  Alternative  (which  has  been  adopted  with 
certain  modifications),  the  five  alternatives  and  defini- 
tion of  terms.  If  you  don't  have  a  copy  of  the  EIS,  you 
can  get  one  by  writing  the  Lewistown  District  BLM 
Office,  Airport  Road,  Lewistown,  Montana  59457. 


BACKGROUND 

The  Prairie  Potholes  EIS  area  portion  of  the 
Lewistown  District  consists  of  approximately  15.5  mil- 
lion acres  including  1.75  million  acres  of  public  lands 
administered  by  the  BLM.  Most  of  the  public  lands  are 
concentrated  in  Blaine,  Phillips  and  Valley  Counties  and 


include  substantial  amounts  of  former  farmlands  or 
Land  Utilization  (LG)  lands  reacquired  by  the  govern- 
ment under  the  Bankhead-Jones  Act  of  1937. 

The  EIS  area  includes  a  total  of  904  allotments 
involving  637  ranch  operations.  There  are  6,245  acres 
of  public  lands  that  are  unallotted  to  livestock  grazing. 
Public  lands  in  the  EIS  area  are  administered  through 
the  Havre  (headquartered  in  Havre),  Phillips  (headquar- 
tered in  Malta)  and  Valley  (headquartered  in  Glasgow) 
BLM  Resource  Area  Offices  of  the  Lewistown  District. 

BLM  presently  authorizes  319,065  AGMs  of  forage 
for  livestock  with  an  additional  20,538  AGMs  reserved 
for  wildlife  consumption. 

Forage  reserved  for  plant  maintenance  and 
watershed  protection  is  339,603  AGMs,  50%  of  the  total 
available  (679,206  AGMs). 

Existing  public  land  range  condition  acreage  in  the 
EIS  area  is  summarized  as  follows:

Deer  and  antelope  are  the  primary  big  game  species 
occurring  in  the  EIS  area  along  with  a  small  number  of 
elk  in  the  Sweet  Grass  Hills.  Gpland  game  bird  species 
include:  sage  grouse,  Hungarian  partridge,  sharp- 
tailed  grouse,  and  ring-necked  pheasant.  The  EIS  area 
also  provides  substantial  habitat  for  waterfowl  and 
numerous  species  of  small  mammals  and  nongame 
birds. 

The  EIS  area  contains  several  small  trout  and  warm 
water  fisheries  reservoirs  and  a  few  live  streams.  Hunt- 
ing is  the  primary  recreational  use  in  the  area. 


THE  PROGRAM 

A.    What  It  Is 

The  Rangeland  Management  Program  to  be  imple- 
mented is  similar  to  the  present  level  of  management. 
The  program  is  essentially  the  same  as  Alternative  B, 
Continuation  of  Present  Management,  the  Preferred 
Alternative  analyzed  in  the  Prairie  Potholes  EIS.  The 
rate  of  AMP  development  (about  10  yearly)  will  be  the 
same  as  the  level  of  development  that  was  accom- 
plished prior  to  the  1975  court  ordered  agreement 
between  BLM  and  the  Natural  Resource  Defense 
Council  (NRDC). 


The  planned  action  was  selected  over  Alternative  A, 
the  Environmentally  Preferred  Alternative,  for  several 
reasons  including  the  Benefit/Cost  Analysis,  public 
input  and  a  realistic  assessment  of  BLM  staffing  and 
funding  capability.  The  objectives  of  this  proposal  are 
the  same  as  the  objectives  of  Alternative  A,  the  only 
difference  is  the  rate  of  implementation.  The  program 
is  planned  for  implementation  over  a  7  year  period  at  a 
cost  of  $8,401 ,500.  Completion  of  the  program  within 
this  time  period  will,  however,  be  dependent  on  the 
availability  of  funding. 

The  initial  allocation  of  vegetation  is  a  continuation  of 
current  use  levels  with  provisions  for  future  adjust- 
ments based  on  detailed  surveys  and/or  monitoring. 
See  pages  35-40  of  the  Final  Prairie  Potholes  EIS 
for  rationale  supporting  this  allocation  decision.

Grazing  Management 

Grazing  systems  designed  to  meet  multiple  use 
objectives  will  be  implemented  on  the  71  new  AMP 
allotments.  The  most  common  system  used  in  the 
existing  AMPs  is  rest  rotation  but  some  deferred  and 
deferred  rotation  systems  are  in  effect.  These  grazing 
systems  will  also  be  employed  in  the  new  AMPs.  The  93 
existing  AMPs  will  be  evaluated  to  determine  if  the 
current  plan  is  meeting  the  multiple  use  objectives  of 
the  proposed  action  and  revisions  will  be  made  where 
needed. 


Range  Developments 

Estimated  range  developments  needed  to  imple- 
ment the  program  include  1 75,000  acres  of  mechani- 
cal treatments,  300  miles  of  management  fence,  30 
cattle  guards,  1 06  miles  of  exclosure  fence,  450  water 


sources,  plus  undetermined  numbers  of  livestock 
shade  sources  and  oilers.  These  estimates  are  liberal 
and  generalized  since  actual  figures  will  not  be  available 
until  specific  AMPs  are  developed. 

The  mechanical  treatments  are  needed  to  bring 
about  improvement  on  clubmoss-blue  grama  sites. 
BLM  monitoring  and  studies  at  the  Montana  State  Agri- 
cultural Experiment  Station  at  Havre  have  shown  that 
grazing  management  alone  has  not  brought  significant 
improvement  on  these  sites. 

In  addition,  a  program  of  prairie  dog  management 
and  noxious  weed  control  will  be  implemented.  Control 
of  prairie  dogs  will  be  considered  where  resource  dam- 
age is  occurring  and  control  is  needed  to  meet  the 
objectives  of  an  AMP.  Currently  there  are  about  2,200 
acres  of  leafy  spurge  on  public  lands  in  the  Rock  Creek 
area  of  Valley  County  which  will  be  controlled  with  2-4D 
and  Tordon  chemical  applications.  Other  small,  scat- 
tered infestations  of  leafy  spurge  have  been  found  and 
will  be  treated  in  the  Havre  Resource  Area. 

Wildlife  Habitat  Management 

The  primary  method  of  managing  riparian  areas  will 
be  improved  management  of  livestock  through  grazing 
systems,  but  fencing  would  be  employed  when 
improvement  of  a  high  value  riparian  area  isn't 
expected  to  result  from  grazing  systems  and  range 
improvements.  Specific  proposals  include  fencing  an 
estimated  388  acres  of  riparian  areas  and  resting  them 
from  livestock  use  for  4-1 0  years.  The  areas  selected  for 
exclosure  fencing  will  be  those  of  greatest  value  and  the 
least  potential  for  improvement  with  grazing  manage- 
ment alone. 

An  estimated  370  acres  below  reservoirs  will  be 
fenced  to  increase  wildlife  cover  and  control  saline 
seep.  Seven  fisheries  reservoirs  would  also  be  fenced  to 
exclude  livestock,  with  offsite  water  or  water  gaps  pro- 
vided. Grazing  would  be  allowed  in  these  areas  on  a 
periodic  basis  after  an  initial  rest  of  4-10  years. 

AMPs  will  be  developed  cooperatively  with  the  range 
users  and  will  incorporate  both  range  and  wildlife  objec- 
tives. The  Montana  Department  of  Fish,  Wildlife  and 
Parks  (MDFWP),  Montana  Department  of  State  Lands, 
Montana  Cooperative  State  Grazing  Districts  and  other 
affected  interests  will  also  be  consulted  during  AMP 
development.  Where  mechanical  treatments  are  pro- 
posed, the  MDFWP  will  be  advised  and  consulted  in 
accordance  with  the  current  interagency  agreement 

Cultural  Resources 

The  BLM  recognizes  that  some  of  the  proposals  in 
the  Rangeland  Management  Program  could  affect  his- 
torical and  archeological  properties.  Therefore,  prior  to 
approval,  the  BLM  will  conduct  intensive  field  inven- 
tories (Class  III)  of  these  specific  areas.  If  cultural

resources  are  found,  proposed  range  improvements 
will  be  relocated  to  avoid  these  sites.  However,  where 
this  is  not  possible,  BLM  would  consult  with  the  Mon- 
tana State  Historic  Preservation  Officer  and  the  Advi- 
sory Council  on  Historic  Preservation  (ACHP)  in  accord- 
ance with  the  Programmatic  Memorandum  of 
Agreement  between  BLM  and  ACHP,  dated  January 
14,  1980,  which  sets  forth  procedures  for  appropriate 
mitigation  of  adverse  impacts. 

Wilderness 

AMP  development  will  be  conducted  within  the  con- 
straints of  the  BLM  Interim  Wilderness  Manage- 
ment Policy  on  the  portions  of  the  following  allot- 
ments within  the  Bitter  Creek  Wilderness  Study  Area 
until  a  final  wilderness  designation  decision  is  made  by 
Congress.  Range  developments  can  be  constructed  if 
they  do  not  significantly  impair  the  wilderness  charac- 
teristics of  the  study  area.

Water  Development 

Appropriations  for  reservoir  development  will  be  in 
accordance  with  Montana  Water  Law.  In  the  Milk  River 
Basin  between  Fresno  and  Vandalia  Reservoirs  the 
water  rights  filing  procedure  will  be  further  guided  by 
the  terms  of  the  Mem orandum  of  Un derstandin g 
between  BLM  and  the  Bureau  of  Reclamation.  BLM  will 
notify  the  affected  individuals,  grazing  districts  and  irri- 
gation districts  of  intent  to  develop  water  facilities  and 
solicit  their  comments  prior  to  development. 

Monitoring 

A  rangeland  monitoring  and  evaluation  plan  will  be 
prepared  by  each  resource  area  to  set  up  a  schedule 
which  specifies  the  type,  frequency  and  intensity  of 
studies  by  allotment.  The  resource  area  plans  will  be  in 
greater  detail  than  the  general  plan  shown  in  Table  1 
below,  but  will  follow  the  same  criteria.  Monitoring 
intensity  will  be  greatest  on  the  proposed  AMP  allot- 
ments and  existing  AMPs  which  have  resource  conflicts 
or  need  substantial  improvement,  with  low  intensity 
monitoring  on  all  other  allotments.  Any  future  grazing 
use  adjustments  will  be  based  on  the  results  of  this 
monitoring.  The  range  condition  data  gathered  during 
1 978  and  1 979  will  be  updated  on  a  continuing  basis  as 
required  by  Section  4(a)  of  the  Public  Rangelands 


Improvement  Act  and  Section  201(a)  of  the  Federal 
Land  Policy  and  Management  Act.  Studies  being  con- 
ducted on  comparison  area  sites  will  be  continued  to 
gather  data  on  vegetation  changes  in  response  to  cli- 
mate. 


B.    What  It  Does 

The  assumptions  and  procedures  used  to  calculate 
the  environmental  impacts  listed  below  can  be  found  in 
Chapter  4  and  the  Appendices  of  the  Draft  Prairie 
Potholes  EIS.  The  "long-term"  impacts  summarized 
below  are  for  22  years  beginning  in  1 982. 

Watershed 

Erosion  on  public  lands  will  decrease  in  the  long 
term  as  sediment  yield  is  reduced  by  26%  and  water 
yield  by  22%.  Soil  losses  from  range  developments  will 
be  insignificant.  Consumptive  water  use  by  livestock 
due  to  increased  numbers  will  increase  by  about  500 
acre-feet/year.  More  vegetation  production  will  result, 
with  50%  of  the  increase  available  for  non-consumptive 
uses,  improving  watershed  protection. 

Range  Condition 

An  estimated  271 ,000  acres  will  improve  from  poor 
and  fair  to  good  and  excellent  ecological  range  condi- 
tion. About  359,000  acres  would  remain  in  fair  and 
poor  condition;  1 74,000  of  these  acres  are  low  potential 
soils  within  AMP  allotments.  The  remaining  185,000 
acres  are  within  allotments  not  scheduled  for  an  AMP 
because  of  scattered  land  patterns  and/or  they  are  a 
small  part  of  an  allotment  in  overall  good  or  better 
condition. 

Forage 

In  the  long  term,  forage  production  will  increase  by 
about  1 5%  overall.  Within  AMP  allotments  the  expected 
increase  is  about  27%.  Riparian  vegetation  along 
streams  and  below  reservoirs  will  significantly  increase. 
Annual  red  meat  production  will  increase  by  3,344,670 
pounds. 

Wildlife 

On  the  164  present  and  new  AMP  allotments,  deer 
and  antelope  numbers  are  projected  to  double  from 
1979  levels  in  the  long  term.  Moderate  increases  in 
residual  vegetation  from  rest  and  deferment  will 
improve  habitat  conditions  for  upland  game  birds  and 
nongame  wildlife  on  these  allotments.  Duck  and  goose 
populations  will  increase  by  22  and  1 9%,  respectively, 
principally  due  to  the  construction  of  reservoirs  and 


nesting  islands.  Almost  60%  of  the  high  value  riparian 
habitat,  reservoir  shoreline  and  saline  seep  vegetation 
will  improve  significantly  because  of  a  rest  period  of 
4-10  years  or  periodic  rest  and  deferment  treatments. 
Riparian  areas  not  receiving  these  treatments  will  either 
decline  or  remain  static. 

Despite  improved  grazing  management,  continued 
siltation  will  result  in  the  loss  of  one  fisheries  reservoir. 
There  will  be  the  potential  for  prairie  dog  control  on 
1 , 1 00  acres  of  dog  towns,  resulting  in  improved  range 
conditions. 


Recreation 

On  allotments  with  improved  rangeland  conditions, 
hunting  opportunities  will  improve  significantly.  A 
moderate  increase  in  fishing  quality  will  occur  from  the 
elimination  of  livestock  grazing  near  25%  of  the  reser- 
voir fisheries.  Access  and  ORV  travel  will  decrease 
slightly  because  of  fences  and  surface  disturbances 
caused  by  mechanical  treatments.  Opportunities  for 
prairie  dog  shooting  may  be  reduced.  Effects  on  wil- 
derness and  visual  resources  will  be  insignificant. 

Socio-Economics 

A  moderately  significant  long-term  economic  gain 
($296,000  annually)  will  be  realized  by  179  ranch  oper- 
ations, amounting  to  3.4%  over  the  current  annual  live- 
stock income.  Grazing  permit  values  will  increase  by 
$4,635,000  and  ranch  employment  by  22  people. 
These  increases  will  improve  the  social  well-being  of 
approximately  239  ranch  families. 

The  proposed  action  will  increase  very  slightly  the 
sales  of  local  businesses  engaged  in  recreation  and 
wildlife  related  retailing  and  services  in  Phillips,  Blaine, 
Hill  and  Valley  Counties,  increasing  earnings  by 
$22,000  annually  and  employment  by  about  2  people. 

Long-term  regional  earnings  will  increase  by  about 
$1  million  annually  and  employment  will  increase  by 
about  91  people.  Personal  property  taxes  will  increase 
by  about  $27,000  annually. 

THE  ALTERNATIVES 


The  following  sections  briefly  describe  and  evaluate 
each  alternative  on  a  long-term  (22  year)  basis.  Alterna- 
tives A,  C  and  D  address  management  on  419  pro- 
posed AMPs  versus  70  in  the  Preferred  Alternative. 
These  alternatives  include  continuation  of  the  93  cur- 
rent AMPs  for  a  total  of  502  AMP  allotments. 


Alternative  A:  Enhanced  Combined 
Vegetation  Uses 

This  alternative  would  provide  a  balanced  allocation 
and  management  program  that  would  benefit  livestock 
production,  wildlife  populations,  watershed  conditions, 
hunting  and  other  recreation  opportunities.  The  objec- 
tives are  the  same  as  the  Preferred  Alternative,  B,  but 
are  applied  to  a  greater  number  of  AMPs.  The  502 
AMPs  would  place  93%  of  the  public  land  acreage 
under  AMP  management  at  a  cost  of  $14,356,000. 

Although  this  alternative  is  the  environmentally  pre- 
ferred course,  it  was  not  selected  because  of  public 
comment  and  high  costs  versus  limited  additional 
benefits  over  the  Preferred  Alternative. 


Alternative  C:  Enhanced  Livestock 
Forage 

This  alternative  would  provide  the  most  benefit  to 
livestock  production  with  a  94%  long-term  increase  in 
livestock  forage.  Because  920,000  acres  would  be 
mechanically  treated,  this  alternative  would  result  in  the 
greatest  improvement  in  range  condition  and  the  great- 
est reduction  of  erosion.  Recreational  uses  would  be 
impacted  by  the  increased  livestock  and  the  extensive 
areas  of  mechanical  treatments.  Wildlife  would  benefit 
moderately  except  prairie  dogs,  which  would  be  eradi- 
cated. Riparian  areas  would  remain  in  unsatisfactory 
wildlife  habitat  condition.  This  alternative  would  provide 
the  greatest  regional  economic  benefits,  but  would  also 
be  the  most  expensive;  $31 ,655,800. 

This  alternative  was  not  selected  because  of  the  high 
cost  and  impacts  to  recreation  and  wildlife  habitat. 


The  Prairie  Potholes  Vegetation  Allocation 
EIS  addressed  the  proposed  action  (Alternative  B, 
Continuation  of  Present  Management)  and  the  follow- 
ing five  alternatives. 

A.  Enhanced  Combined  Vegetation  Uses 

C.  Enhanced  Livestock  Forage 

D.  Enhanced  Watershed  Value  and  Wildlife  Habitat 

E.  No  Grazing 

F.  Mo  Action 


Alternative  D:  Enhanced  Watershed 
Value  and  Wildlife  Habitat 

This  alternative  would  reduce  livestock  allocations  by 
30%  initially  and  would  increase  to  a  level  14%  below  the 
current  level  in  the  long  term.  Grazing  would  be 
deferred  until  July  1 ,  which  would  benefit  wildlife  signif- 
icantly. Deer  and  antelope  would  increase  threefold 
over  1 979  levels,  upland  game  and  nongame  habitat 
would  improve  and  duck  and  goose  populations  would 


increase  significantly.  Riparian  habitat  would  improve 
to  satisfactory  condition  and  fisheries  would  increase 
by  63%.  Permit  value  of  grazing  preferences  would 
decrease  by  $9,467,000  in  the  short  term  and 
$4,512,000  in  the  long  term.  Ranch  income  would  be 
reduced  on  318  operations.  Ranch  related  employ- 
ment would  decrease  by  44  positions  in  the  short  term 
and  21  in  the  long  term.  Cost  of  this  alternative  would 
be  $17,774,900. 

This  alternative  was  not  selected  because  of  the 
severe  adverse  impact  to  the  ranching  economy  and 
the  high  cost. 


Alternative  E:  No  Grazing 

All  domestic  livestock  grazing  on  public  lands  would 
cease  in  this  alternative.  This  could  require  construc- 
tion of  5,000  miles  of  fence  at  the  initial  cost  of 
$15,126,000.  Range  condition  and  watershed  values 
would  not  improve  as  much  as  in  Alternatives  A,  B,  C 
and  D.  Wildlife  would  benefit  significantly.  ORV  use 
would  be  restricted  by  the  large  amount  of  fencing. 
Income  losses  to  558  ranches  would  total  $1 2,31 1 ,000 
annually,  with  a  $31 ,258,000  decrease  in  permit  values. 

This  alternative  was  analyzed  to  provide  a  basis  for 
comparison  of  consequences  of  the  other  alternatives. 
It  could  not  be  implemented  under  current  law  and 
regulations. 


PUBLIC  INVOLVEMENT 


Public  involvement  was  actively  sought  during  all 
phases  of  the  EIS  and  decision  making  process.  A 
survey  of  attitudes  and  perceptions  of  72  people  in  the 
study  area  was  conducted  for  BLM  by  a  private  contrac- 
tor in  January  1 980.  This  study,  together  with  informa- 
tion collected  during  public  meetings  and  from  the 
mailing  of  two  brochures,  helped  to  shape  the  alterna- 
tives and  resulted  in  development  of  Alternative  B,  Con- 
tinuation of  Present  Management,  which  became  the 
preferred  action  following  the  environmental  and  Bene- 
fit/Cost Analysis.  The  general  feeling  of  nearly  all  the 
local  people  was  that  the  current  balance  of  vegetation 
uses  was  appropriate  and  that  good  multiple  use  man- 
agement had  already  been  achieved. 

The  Draft  Prairie  Potholes  EIS  request  for  com- 
ments resulted  in  verbal  comments  at  the  public  meet- 
ings from  six  individuals  and  39  letters  resulting  in  229 
identified  concerns.  Primary  emphasis  in  the  com- 
ments was  riparian  management,  wildlife  vegetation 
allocations,  prairie  dog  control,  land  treatments,  coop- 
eration among  the  BLM  and  rangeland  users,  alterna- 
tive selection,  wildlife  populations  and  range  improve- 
ments. 

All  comments  were  addressed  in  the  Final  Prairie 
Potholes  EIS  which  was  published  September  23, 
1981.  Mo  comments  were  received  on  the  Final 
Prairie  Potholes  EIS. 


Alternative  F:  No  Action 

No  new  AMPs,  no  change  in  allocations,  no  prairie 
dog  or  weed  control  and  no  mechanical  treatments  or 
other  range  developments  would  result  from  this  alter- 
native. Maintenance  of  current  developments  would  be 
allowed. 

Range  and  watershed  conditions  and  red  meat  pro- 
duction would  deteriorate  in  the  long  term  due  to 
increases  in  prairie  dogs,  noxious  weeds  and  the  lack  of 
improved  management.  Riparian  habitat  and  fisheries 
would  decline.  Sport  shooting  of  prairie  dogs  would 
increase.  There  would  be  no  implementation  costs  in 
this  alternative. 

This  alternative  was  not  selected  because  it  would 
result  in  a  loss  in  watershed,  range  and  wildlife  habitat 
condition  and  a  negative  impact  on  the  economy  of  the 
area. 


RELATIONSHIP  OF  THIS  RANGELAND  MANAGEMENT 

PROGRAM  TO  THE  PRAIRIE  POTHOLES  PROPOSED 

ACTION  AND  ALTERNATIVES 


The  original  70  proposed  AMP  allotments  were 
selected  by  a  system  that  considered  acreage,  range 
condition,  potential  productivity  and  wildlife  habitat 
values  (Appendix  2.6  of  the  Draft  Prairie  Potholes 
EIS).  The  intent  of  this  selection  process  was  to  select 
those  allotments  where  resource  improvement  was 
most  needed.  Using  this  base,  the  environmental 
impacts  of  a  grazing  management  program  similar  to 
the  pre-NRDC  lawsuit  level  were  assessed. 

As  noted  on  page  7,  paragraph  4  of  the  Draft 
Prairie  Potholes  EfS  substitutions  based  on  more 
detailed  "on-the-ground"  information  were  anticipated. 
A  number  of  substitutions  were  made;  the  following  list 
summarizes  the  reasons  for  these  changes.  Refer  to  the 
map  supplement  to  the  Draft  Prairie  Potholes  EIS 
for  locations  of  these  allotments. 


A  number  of  these  changes  resulted  because  of 
corrections  made  to  the  original  allotment  summaries 
in  Appendix  2.3  of  the  Draft  Prairie  Potholes  EIS. 
Allotments  6006,  6446  and  6455  appeared  in  Appen- 
dix 2.6  but  were  erroneously  left  off  the  Appendix  2.3  list 
of  proposed  AMPs.  Even  with  the  changes,  a  number  of 
the  Havre  Resource  Area  proposed  AMPs  have  scat- 
tered land  patterns  and  may  be  suitable  for  a  Soil 
Conservation  Service  (SCS)  conservation  plan.  BLM 
will  work  cooperatively  with  ranch  operators  and  SCS  to 
develop  AMPs  on  these  areas. 

Net  changes  due  to  allotment  substitution. 

1 .  Total  AMP  acreage  increased  by  6,438  acres,  a 
1.4%  change. 

2.  Acreage  in  fair  condition  decreased  by  8,872 
acres,  a  3.9%  change. 

3.  Allotments  including  high  value  riparian  habitat 
increased  from  13  to  19. 

4.  The  number  of  proposed  AMPs  with  high  value  big 
game  habitat  (some  have  both  deer  and  antelope) 
did  not  change.

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Other  Changes  from  Alternative  B 

Fencing  of  riparian  and  reservoir  seeps  to  exclude 
livestock  is  a  controversial  and  expensive  undertaking. 
The  cost  of  maintenance  of  such  fences,  which  would 
be  the  responsibility  of  the  BLM,  is  high.  With  limited 
funds  expected  for  range  and  wildlife  habitat  improve- 
ments, selection  of  areas  to  be  fenced  will  involve  a 
careful  consideration  of  the  values,  costs  and  alterna- 
tives available.  The  estimated  388  acres  of  riparian  area 
and  370  acres  of  reservoir  seeps  is  an  estimate,  but 
demonstrates  the  intended  scope  of  these  fencing  proj- 
ects. 

Prairie  dog  control  will  differ  from  the  proposal  in 
Alternative  B,  which  specified  that  each  town  would  be 
limited  to  40  acres  in  size.  Each  town  will  be  evaluated 
and  considered  for  control  within  the  criteria  of  the 
Montana  BLM  Prairie  Dog  Management  Pol- 
icy. If  control  of  a  town  is  found  to  be  necessary  to  meet 
AMP  objectives  after  full  consideration  of  other  man- 
agement alternatives,  the  level  of  control  could  range 
from  reducing  the  size  of  the  town  to  complete  eradica- 
tion. 

The  environmental  impacts  of  this  proposed  action 
are  essentially  the  same  as  described  in  the  Prairie 
Potholes  EIS  for  Alternative  B,  so  no  further  analysis 
is  necessary. 

The  following  table  depicts  the  final  selected  pro- 
posed AMP  list.  Refer  to  the  Draft  Prairie  Potholes 
EIS  Map  Supplement  for  locations  and  to  Appendix 
2.3  of  the  Draft  Prairie  Potholes  EIS  for  other  des- 
criptive information  concerning  these  allotments.

IMPLEMENTATION 

Administrative  Actions 

This  document  serves  to  notify  the  public  of  the 
proposed  Rangeland  Management  Program  and  as  a 
decision  document  specifying  no  immediate  change  in 
authorized  livestock  grazing  use. 


Consultation 

Consultation  with  affected  permittees,  state  govern- 
ment, State  Grazing  Districts  and  interested  parties  will 
begin  during  1982  on  proposed  and  existing  AMPs. 
Individuals  or  groups  interested  in  the  consultation 
process  should  immediately  notify  the  Lewistown  Dis- 
trict Manager  or  the  appropriate  Area  Manager  of  the 
allotments  in  which  they  would  like  to  be  involved. 


Future  Adjustments  Based  on 
Monitoring 

As  AMPs  are  developed  or  evaluated  for  revision, 
range  conservationists  will  field  check  the  stocking  rate. 
The  1978-79  soil  and  range  condition  survey  will  be 
used  as  an  initial  base  for  evaluation.  Reductions  or 
increases  will  be  based  on  more  detailed  data  and/or 
monitoring  of  actual  use  and  utilization.  Less  intensive 
checks  of  non-AMP  allotment  stocking  rates  will  be 
made  within  the  7  year  time  frame.  The  appropriate 
BLM  Area  Manager  will  issue  new  proposed  decisions 
for  each  affected  allotment  if  monitoring  shows  a  need 
for  a  change  in  authorized  grazing  use. 


Range  Improvements  and 
Appropriations 

The  proposed  range  improvements  explained  pre- 
viously will  be  completed  within  a  7  year  period  if  suffi- 
cient funds  are  appropriated.  With  the  anticipated  over- 
all reduction  in  government  funds  and  manpower,  the 
implementation  period  will  probably  be  extended. 
Although  the  only  current  source  of  public  funds  for 
range  improvements  is  one-half  the  grazing  fees 
returned  for  this  purpose  (currently  about  $300,000 
annually),  contributions  by  range  users  could  assist  in 
implementation  of  the  plan. 


The  current  policy  concerning  range  user  contribu- 
tions to  new  developments,  based  on  recommenda- 
tions from  the  Lewistown  District  Grazing  Advisory 
Board,  is  that  users  will  contribute  to  most  of  the 
improvement  work.  For  example,  it  was  recommended 
that  all  range  management  fences  be  constructed  with 
rancher  labor  and  BLM  materials  or  with  a  50%  contri- 
bution from  the  rancher  and  that  the  range  user  con- 
tribute 25%  of  the  cost  of  developing  water.  BLM  is  also 
in  the  process  of  transferring  the  responsibility  for 
maintenance  of  most  range  improvements  to  the 
benefiting  users  to  free  more  range  improvement  funds 
for  new  projects.  Therefore,  cooperation  of  the  range 
users  will  be  essential  to  the  success  of  this  Rangeland 
Management  Program. 


Periodic  Progress  Reports 

As  this  Rangeland  Management  Program  is  imple- 
mented, a  record  of  progress  will  be  maintained  and  the 
specific  program  details  will  be  contained  in  a  periodic 
update  of  this  RPS.  The  publication  will  provide  a  sum- 
mary of  progress  in  meeting  management  objectives, 
including  the  results  of  monitoring,  implementation  of 
range  improvements,  and  proposed  changes  in  graz- 
ing management 

The  first  update  is  scheduled  for  1983  for  both  the 
Prairie  Potholes  and  Missouri  Breaks  areas.  At  this  time 
a  consolidated  RPS  will  be  developed  for  each  resource 
area.
